Provided alfo, and be it Enaaed, That when any Perfon 
lha 1 demand Payment of any Ihch Note or Notes, the Banker 
or bankers who lhall have ifilied the fame ihall not be compelled 
or compellable to pay fuch Notes, unlcfs the Difference, if am- 
there ihould be, between o,. between lo 

many Guineas as the Amount of the faid Notes fliall be neareft 
-to; and the Amount of the whole of the Notes for which Pay- 
Time be demanded, fhall be tendered with 
inch Notes to the Banker or Bankers from whom Pavment lliaii 
be demanded.

And be it further Enafled, That if any Perfon Ihail, from and 
after the palling of this Ad, falfelv make, alter, forse, or counter- f" forn-y 
feit, or procure to be falfely made, altered, forged, of counterfeited 
or willingly aft, aid, or aifift in the making, altering, foro-i„v, or 
counterfeiting of any liich Promiffory Note, negotiable or trans- 
ferrao]e,_as lhall or may be iffued under or by virtue of this A6t, or 
hiall faliely alter, or caufe or procure to be" altered, or lhall wil- 
lingly aa, aid, or affifl m the falfely altering the Number, iirincipal 
bum, or any Part of fuch Note, or lhall utter or publilh as fue 
any fuch falfc, forged, altered, or counterfeited Promiffory Note 
with Intent to defraud any Perfon or Perfons, Bodies Politic 
5 or Corporate whatfoever, knowing the fame to be foro-ed, falfe 
altered, or counterfeited, every fuch Perfon lb offendiiiv, arid' 
being thereof convifled in due courfe of Law, lliaii be iFecmed
